
§1787. Investigation of License Holders 

A. The department may, upon its own motion, 

investigate the actions of any licensee, licensed 

manufacturer or distributor.  The investigation shall be 

undertaken for the purpose of gathering evidence and 

determining whether a violation of the Act, rule or 

other statutes of the state of Louisiana has occurred.  

All licensees, including licensed manufacturers and 

distributors shall fully cooperate with the office in any 

such investigation.  Cooperation shall include but not 

be limited to making available for inspection all 

premises, equipment, books of accounts, records, 

documents and such information the division may 

require to insure compliance.
